Severtbly, There is another thing which muſt not 
be forgotten,and that is ; Thoſe Glorious,High,and 
Divine Myfteries that are revealed in God's Word, 
that makes a gracious heart tremble.

Hecauſe the Lord ſaw that they could not bear, 
to ſee and hear the Dreadful things that we are 
reſerved to ſee and hear : But indeed-the Truth

Dreadful thivgs, but becauſe they axe at ſome di- 
ſtance from us, we are not ſenſible at all of the 
Dreadful things that others ſuffer, ſo that it ſeems 
the Lord hath reſerved this Generation to ſee and:

Be ever 
afraid to do thoſe Men and Women of tender fpi- 
rits any hurt, for God hath a high eſteem of 
them. | 

And for you that are of tender ſpirits , O that 
you would take what hath been faid as your portif 
on, and rejoyce in'it, It may be God hath not gi- 
ven you much of this World , I but he hath giver 
you a tender heart , and that is infinitely more; 
it may be you have weak memories, and weak 
abilitigs, you cannot do as others do, I, but hath 
not God given you a tender melting heartÞ that's 
more than all the parts in the World. 

And it may comfort you againti the weakneſs 
of your Graces, they are weak, but they are made 
up in this Tenderneſs. And its a great queſtion , 
whether God doth more accept of one that is very 
eminent in all Graces and lels in brokenneſs of

It: fo be when 
you hear the Word, your Hearts do not melt, 
the Lord. hath a time in' ſpice of your Hearts to 
mele :you; And- therefore to conclude this, in 
ſhewing the Evil of a hard Heart, wich that 
Textithat we have in Job 9.

We ſee at this. day thoſe bleſed Tratks'of -God 
that are,revealed more clearly-and fully thay ever 
they were ſince. the . World/-began , iand yer 'rtiey 
gain: but very fewMen,and the. great works of G6d 
wherein God appears the malt Glorious, yet they 
do not gain Mens Hearts : 3 HEY Ow Row are 
very hard. . ; 
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3+ Surely Mens Hearts are hard , becauſe their 
Hearts are Proud : A proud Heart is always a hard! 
Heart; 4o much Pride” as. there is, certainly ſo! 
muchfardneſs there is in the: Heart > Dan. 5. 20. 
But wheti his Heart was lifted up ,- and bis mind! 
| bardened in Pride : proud Men and flout Men that 

areſet-upon their wills , ſuch Men as are wiltuVin 
_ their ways, and proud-and font, they are Men' 
and Women of: haxd Hearts. 24 

Again, firely the Hearts of Men are mighty 
hard :- ſtappears in'this, in that they can ſo cafily 
come- into God's preſence, and confeſs their fan 
before God, and judge themſelves' worthy to be 
deftroyed for their fin 3: and yet they can go away 
and live in their fn after all this; her's moſt dread- 
ful hardneſs of -Heirt :" and how ordinary is this 
at this time ! We have-many days of Faſting and 
Prayer, and there we corne and tel}'God air were 
ſtories of our fin , we make coufeffion'odf our fin 
at large ,-and when we have coufeſt ſuch "and 
ſuch fins that we are guilty of, we judge our ſelves 
for our fins, and yet after” all this , what fins are 
amended? Let any Fainily come in and ſay, O 
Lord', fince theſe faſting days ſuch and ſuch fins 
have been confeſt, and we have. judged-our ſelves 
for them*, and through thy Grace they: have been 
OW: I am afraid but few.Souls can be able 
ro fay thus, as in thepreſence of God':' Certains 
ly in the day of a Faſt, either you do thus'or you 
donot.. It the Miniſter do meet wich'you,: then

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Faft toGad as you ought , you will get alone-in 
private and confeſs thoſe fins that were not-.con- 
fcſt in. publick. I appeal to-you as from the Lord , 
have you kept ſuch Faſts? have you obſervedin. © 
the Miniſters Prayer whether he hath met with 
your particular fins or not? and if he havenot, 
have you gone alone, and examined your Hearts 
1 private what fins you are guilty of ? have you 
been judging your ſelycs for them , and yet not 
refoxmed them ? Certainly” if you have not done 
this, you have not known what it is to keep a 
Faſtz and if you have done thus and continue (till 
in the ſame in, this notes fearful hardneſs of'Heart! 
what to come into God's preſence, and open our 
ſins, and-yct not to ſet our ſelves with all our 
might againft them 3 ſurcly- our Hearts are very 
much hardened before the Lord. 

Again , the very mercy of God hapiens Mens 
the more Men have the ſhine of God's Mercy the 
more they are hardened in their fin. You have 
many that in times of their AﬀiQion , they are 
like to Tron that ſeems to be yieldable, butlet their 
Aflictions be over, and then they are as hard as 
before, their Hearts are like Clay that the Beams 
of the Sun doth harden them. 

Yea, certainly its a ſign we have hard Hearts in 
that we are no more ſenſible of the miſeries.gf our 
Brethren in other parts , they cry to us forielp , 
we. hear of their doleful complaintsand cries, they 
are ſpoyld of their Goods, their Wives raviſhed 
before their eyes, and they caſt out of allz and 
yet little Bowels of mercy towards others : be- 
cauſe our tables are full, and we lie ſoft and at cafe, 
we

now. dotheſc things go to thy Heart? canſt-thou 
get alone & bewail in the ſorrow of thy Splait.and 
thy- Heart melt and diſſolve into Tears when thou 
heareſt of the miſcries of thy Brethren , -and*the 
publick calamities of the Church ? But now when 
theſe things do not touch thee , and thou artnot 
ſenſible at all of them , but thou canſt go on and 
be merry, and follow the World; and becauſe 
there is nothing upon thy skin for the preſent, 
therefore thou art ſenſible of the miſeries of no -. 
other. Surely thou art a hard-Hearted Man or 
Woman, and therefore tremble before the Lord. 

And thou that art thus, all the Comfort that - 
was faid concerning a Tender-Heart the laſt day, 
it is to be fearcd that thou haſt no Lot nor Porti- 
on in that buſineſs. 

But it may be that ſome of you may ſay, I bleſs 
God that my Heart is not thus hard , I find a ſen- 
{ibleneſs in my Heart of theſe things. _. 

T, but this may be far from the ſenfibleneſs of 
Spirit that was here in Fofiah , and therefore that 
ſhould have been the next Uſe of Examination z 
whethet our Hearts be Tender ina Spiritual way ? 
that is a work of the Holy-Ghoſt ſanQifying our 
Hearts. 

We are to know firſt , there may be a ſoftneſs 
.of Heart that: may come from ſoftneſs of Nature. 
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
